With the possible exception of 
Allenby, the other Allied generals 
batted below gero.

1000. The major portion of the increase was caused by the 
hoof-and-mouth epidemic, for which $3,500,000 was expended, 
and various permanent improvements and new buildings for 
State colleges, hospitals, institutions and prisons, for which 
$3,500,000 was expended. 

During the last legislative session the Governor vetoed 
special appropriations aggregating $40,000,000. 

His consistent refusal to approve appropriations for polit-, 
ical.reasons or for other reasons which appeared proper, saved | 
more than $40 in State expenditures for every family in Cali- 
fornia. 

Through this direct saving, and through the indirect sav- 
ings accomplished by business efficiency, Gov. Richardson has 
established a surplus of $15,727,000 in the State Treasury.

ROTECTING THE TARIFF 
A despairing effort on the part of dis- 
ntled political elements, intent on rais-

_tariff schedule at the December session of 
Congress is in prospect. Why it is neces- 
sary, when the country is in the most flour- 
ishing condition of its history, to attempt a 
disturbing shake-up in protective duties, is 
not made clear.

California has a peculiar and far-reaching 
interest in the maintenance of the present 
tariff? act which wisely safeguards many of 
her most {mportant industries, particularly 
that of citrus growing. Under the obtain- 
ing provisions, which were written into the 
1922 measure with the stalwart and virile 
support of Senator Shortridge, the State en- 
joys the most equitable and helpful tariff 
legislation of its career. Not only fg pro- 
tection afforded in the citrus fleld, but for 
every other basic agricultural product. 

Senator Shortridge, as one who was en- 
gaged in the thick of the last fight calculat- 
ed to give California these privileges, knows 
whereof he speaks when he warns of the 
impending attack when Congress recon- 
Acquainted with the subterfuges 
which have been and will be employed to 
tear down the tariff wall and realizing the 
vital importance attached to the present 
schedule, he rightfully regards with concern 
any movement calculated to nullify the 
measures already put into concrete form.

Latest Tong Killings 

The most recent tong war be 
tween the Hop Sing and Bing 
Kong tongs which has already 
claimed nine lives in six Califor- 
nia cities has caused the better 
element of Chinese to view the 
tongs with an intolerant eye. 
Chief of Police Davis has come 
out flat-footed with the statement 
that, no matter what the Chinese 
may think or do about the mat- 
ter, the tongs will not be al- 
lowed to operate in Los Angeles. 

“It is time,” he says, “that 
these campaigns of murder among 


the Chinese must stop. Hereto 


fore the police have done every- 
thing in their power to curb 
them, and to bring the murderers 
to justice. But the lack of evi- 
dence in prosecuting 
gunmen is traditional. .In most 
cases it has been almost impos- 
sible to find. anyone who would. 
talk. To testify against a tong 
man means death to any China- 
man. 7 

“But I believe that the wrong 


method of combating this evil 
has been used. While the tongs 


exist in this country their mem- 
bers will continue to spread ter- 
ror and murder through China- 
town. Therefore, the tongs must 
£0. Those who are not Amer!i- 
¢an citizens will be deported as 
undesirable aliens, and those 
who are captured breaking the 
laws will pay the penalty by long 
terms in the penitentiary.

Chief Davis's campaign to 
eliminate the tongs from Los 
Angéles began with the first kill- 
ing this year in Santa Barbarg, 
of the present tong war.

This was accomplished 
by a systematic espionage and 
guarding of Chinatown. 


Tong Men Watched 


Inspector of Police “Jim” 
Lyons, who eats with chop sticks, 
talks the four local dialects of 
Cantonese, and knows every tong 
member by name, was given 
complete charge of the work. He 
at once “captured” the head- 
quarters of the Hop Sing and 
Bing Kong tongs, placed a dozen 
men on patrol duty in the streets 
ef the oriental section, and is 
sued the ultimatum to the in- 
habitants of that section that 
every strange Chinaman har- 


‘ bored within the precincts would 


be arrested for vagrancy or worse 
and “high-toned” out of town.

The tong war is 
blamed for the devastation of one of 
the most interesting and romantic 
quarters of the city, where the ori- 
ental carried on his strange existence, 
devoted to _ industry and his 
passion for gambling. .

A guard of four officers in 
each tong headquarters has pre 
vented the tongs from meeting. 
Only a few of the old men, in- 
active, but members of either 
tong for years, have been allowed 
to reside in the tong houses. 
Here they eat and sleep and 
play dominoes under the wary 
eves of the officers only because 
they have no means and no 
other place to live. They are 
not allowed telephone communi- 
cation and are closely guarded 
when they leave the tong houses 
for alr and exercise. 

The result of this systematic 
intrenchment of the police in 
Chinatown has been that the 


gunmen of the two tongs have 


fled from the city. Three kill- 
ings have occurre’ fn Los An- 
geles, but these have been out- 
side of the limits of Chinatown, 
and but two of these were tong 
murders, according to Lygns. 

It ie the purpose of Chief Da- 
vis that the tong men never be 
allowed to reorganize in Los An- 
zeles. While all of the wealthier 
and better class of Chinese have 
assured him through Inspector 
Lyons that they will do all they 
can to help him in this work the 
accomplishment of it may prove 
a long and expensive trial. 


Vengeance Not Satisfied 

The reason for this is that in 
the present tong war eight Hop 
Bing men have been slain while 


* a 


known death. In the code of the 


tongs seven Bing Kong men must 
pass through the gates of Para- 
dise before the war can end. 
While police authorities in every 
city where there is a Chinatown 
and tong men are doing their ut- 
most to prevent any further mur- 
ders, it is admitted by Lyons, 
who of all local officers Knows 


the Chinese best, that the Hop 
Sing members will not rest until 
they have split the required 
amount of Bing Kong blood, even 
though such murders must be 
done in cabbage patches. In the 
opinion of Inspector Lyons it will 
be a year or more before the po- 
lice can hope to see the end of 
the present war. 

The seriousness of the present 
tong war is best seen in a brief 
resume of the killings that have 
occurred. Contrary to numerous 
reports of the strife, the cause of 
the war, heretofore believed to 
have started in Santa Barbara a 
few months ago, dates back to a 
year ago. At that time, accord- 
ing to Inspector Lyons, the presi- 
dent of the Hop Sing tong in San 
Francisco was slain. The con- 
troversy was over a similar mat- 
ter as that which caused the San- 
ta Barbara killing. 

The president of the Hop Sing 
tong was in possession of a cer- 
tain Chinese theater in San Fran- 
cisco. The Bing Kong tong 
members there wanted the place 
apd posted wp a notice on the 
building that they had leased it 
for a larger sum than was being 
pald by the president of the Hop 
Sings. It is sald that the latter, 
enraged at the affront, tore down 
the notice, This not being ac- 
cording to tong etiquette the 
Bing Kongs sent for the Hop 
Sing president to explain his ac- 
tion Im tong council. According 
to Lyons, the Hop Sing president 


was slain before he stepped into 
the Bing Kong tong headquarters. 


Tong Men Desert 


Directly following this slaying, 


according to Lyons, the more 
radical and younger element of 
the Hop Sings, disgusted be- 
cause the older men of the Hop 
Sing tong did not immediately 
retaliate, deserted and joined the 


Bing Kong tong. This action 
made the latter tong the wealth- 
ler and most powerful, and left 
the Hop Sing tong, once the 
strongest and most feared tong 
on the Pacific Coast, weak and 
in impoverished finances. 


For months antagonism he- 
tween the two tongs smoldered 
and became more deep-seated. 
But lack of funds and fear of 
their more powerful and infin- 
ential enemy kept the loyal Hop 
Sing tong men from beginning 
hostilities. 

Then a difficulty over the lease 
of a hall in Santa Barbara caused 
the killing of another Hop Sing 
man. In the few weeks that 
lowed Bing Kong members, swob 


len with egotism in their great 
gains of wealth and membership, 
fearlessly killed another Hop 
Sing man fn Sacramento, another 
in thé outskirts of this city, two 
more in Berkeley, another in 
Ogden, Utah, and ote in Los An- 
geles. In retaliation the Hop 
Sings have slain but one mem- 
ber of the Bing Kongs. That 
was the murder of Frank Lee 
bere. One of his assailants, ;ac 
cording to the police, Ah Sang, 
fa in custody and will be tried 
for murder. 


History of Tongs 
To understand the full signif- 


eance of the Chinese tong war, 


one must know something of the 
history of the tongs and of Chi 
nese society in this country. 
There is absolutely no romance, 
nothing that can be regarded as 
sent!ment in tong killings. They 
are, out and out, the most cold 
blooded, dispassionate murders 
ever committed. The underlying 
principle is money, American 
money that has been garnered 
from American citizens who are 
fools enough to play the Chinese 
lotteries. For the revenues of 
the tongs, according to Inspector 
Lyons, are derived from gambling 
and prostitution. But few of the 
tong men throughout the coun- 
try can be numbered among the 
merchants and business men of 
the Chinese society. 

It is estimated that there are 
about 60,000 Chinese in the 
United States. California, ac 
cording to Inspector Lyons, pro 
vides residence for more than all 
of the other States combined. 
San Francisco, of the Pacific 
Coast cities, has the largest 
population, with a total of about 
20,000. In Los Angeles county 


‘there estimated: to be about 


6000 of the orientals. Within the 
exact confines of Chinatown here 
there is a total population of not 
more than 1000. Of this noum- 
ber, according to Lyons, but 300 
are tong men. 
Chinese “Families” 

There are six tongs in the 
United States, the Hop Sings, the 
Bing Kongs, the Hip Sings, the 
Suey Sings, the Bow Ongs and 
the Suey Ongs. Only two of 
these, the’Hop Sings and Bing 
Kongs, have headquarters in the 
local Chinatown. 

Outside of the tones Chinese 
Society is divided into families. 


These are called benevolent as- 
sociations and have, according to 
Inspector Lyons, several com- 
mendable purposes. Each fam- 
ily association is separate except 
in one case, that of the associa- 
tion known as the Four Families. 
This organization is comprised of 
the Quon, Lou, Chung end Jew 
Families. It fs, by far, the larg- 
est, wealthiest and most influen- 
tial of all Chinese societies. 
While the separate Wong Fam- 
lly ts said to be the wealthiest 
individual organization, the Quon 
Family of the Four Families As- 
sociation numbers among its 
members nearly all of the suc- 
cessful merchants and cafe own- 


ers. While individual] members 


of all may also be mem 
bers of the vatious tongs, the 
families have none of the tong 
principles and @o not resort to 
violence in the settling of differ- 


ences. 
The tongs, which do not exist 


in China, were organized in this 


country years ago by the more 


radical element of the Chinese 
who decided that they could best 


settle their differences in their 
own way without recourse to 
American courts. But gambling 
and prostitution becoming such 
lucrative means for the gaining 
of wealth and power the members 
of the various tongs found that 
they could only satisfy their 
avariciousness by the slaying of 
rival tong men. Ever since, the 
tong code has beén a life for @ 
life, regardless of personal, sen- 
timent or filflal relation. So it 
is that in the ensuing tong war 
brothers are armed against 
brothers in their cold-blooded 
campaign of murder. 


Arbitration Fails 


It is true that on the Pacifie 
Coast the better class of Chinese 
have attempted to curb the vi 
ciousness of the tongs. They 


succeeded in the formation of the 


Six Companies as a tribunal be 
fore which difficulties could be 
settled. The Six Companies aré 
the combined Chinese Chambers 
of Commerce of the six large 
Coast cities. H a difficulty afises 
locally representatives of the 
Six Companies gather in confer 
ence here and both sides pf the 
question are listened to and a 
décision given. All members of 
the various families adhere to 
this decision, but despite the ef- 
forts of the better element, the 
tong members, in some cases, dis 
regard the findings: of the Siz 
Companies and take matters in- 
to their own hands for settlement 
in the old method of bloodshed. 

Heretofore neutral Chinese, 
members of the various families 
who assert a destre for perpetual 
peace, have been afraid even to 
breath a word among themselves 
against the tongs. Such an in- 
dividual would be boycotted ua- 
ti] his business would be ruined 
or would be marked for death. 
To incur the displeasure of the 


tong men was to maké overtures ° 


for a quick trip to Paradise. But 
now that Chief of Police Davis 
has definitely announced that he 
will rid Los Angeles of the tongs 
and has, so far, closed Chine 


town to them, the better class of 
the Chinese, many of them whe 
reside i

HIS year’s Honolulu

Fifteen of us sailed the ‘Ma- 
riner, and to the hard work that 
of necessity comes to such a 
smal! racing crew is undoubtedly 
due the complete success of the 
cruise. Saijling ship watch-and- 
watch routine, four hours on 
deck and four below, does won- 
ders to make fifteen men, to- 
gether for a fortnight on a smal! 
yacht, congenial and happy— 
where otherwise they would be 
climbing across the breakfast 
table at each other. 

“Doc” Wilson, skipper of Ma- 
riner, has that rare quality cf 
getting an amazing amount of 
work out of his crew and making 
them thoroughly enjoy it.

We sailed from San Pedro for 
Honolulu at noon, June 12.

NGAGED in a one-sided and what now appears a 
losing battle, the Los Angeles Police Department, 
commanded by Chief of Police James E. Davis, 

is the greatest single obstacle in the path of the 150,000 
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watch, but still full of enthusiasm 
for the game. 

Mariner, a 196-foot schooner of 
the wholesome Gloucester fisher- 
man type, did not win the Hono- 
lulu race. She was beaten by 
two splendid racing machines, 
Don Lee's 136-foot schooner In- 
vader and Walter Horne’s 110- 
foot yaw! Poinsettia. 


Defeat Without a Sting 

But I am certain that we who 
composed the crew of the big 
cruiser had the most enjoyable 
trip of the fleet. There were 
eleven of us in the afterguard and 
the crowd was absolutely con- 
genial: the disposition of every 
man somehow blended surpris- 
ingly into that companionship 
known only to those who follow 
the sea. 

It.was a glorious trip. The 
first two days out, tearing along 
with the fresh northwest coast 
winds abeam, went well with the 
fresh excitement of the start— 
decks awash, pounding into big 
seas and the wind howling 
through rigging tautened by the 
pull of all the canvas we could 
crowd on. 

After that the weather fast 
became balmier and from the 
fourth day out more clothing than 


a pair of dungarees and a shirt 
were superfluous. Salling along 
with all kites set, the northeast 
trades breathing over the star- 
board quarter; the deep indigo 
blue of the trop.cal seas broken 
by the white swell tops and long 
rollers. Down these big swells 
slides the ship as she runs ahead 
of the friendly trades. The 
fluffy trade wind clouds sailing by 
all day and then those tropical 
sunsets, topped off at night by a 
glorious moon that transfarms 
the sea. It's a great life! 


Breeze is Capricious 
For an entire week after we 


dropped Point Vicente astern 


we ran southward on the star- 
board tack, averaging better than 
200 miles per day with spinnaker 
and all kites set. We were alli in 
high spirits over the prospect and 
for three days bent blissfully un- 
der the blistering sun sewing the 
spinnaker which we had ripped 
out on the third night. Five days 
out we were halfway to Honolulu 
and et meal-times, in the main 
cabin, we were already talking 
about rounding Diamond Head. 
But on the morning of the 
eighth day the hreeze began to 
weaken and hauled to the scuth- 
ward. We immediately jibed to 


the port tack, shifting Mariner's 


cloud of canvas in less than 
twenty-five minutes—lowers, top- 
sails and kites. 

On the nint? day, June 20, 
the wind continued to lighten and 
hauled around to the east-south- 
east, while the hitherto faithful 
trade-wind clouds scurried down 
beyond the horizon with every 
evidence of approaching cajm. It 


was hot, slow in coming. 
ing Rains 


Tropical| rain squalls appeared 
on all sides of the ship the next 


day, but we succeeded in dodging 
them. At one o'clock the follow- 
ing morning, however, the wind 
died completely and within fifteen 
minutes Mariner was struck by a 
torrential series of rain squalls; 
puffs of wind accompanied by tor- 
rents of rain coming from all 
points of the compass. Off watch 
at the time, I was sleeping in the 
dory under a fisherman's staysail 
and woke up half drowned to find 
the watch feverishly shifting sail 
to catch what vagrant puffs of 
wind appeared. 

Noon to noon on the ninth day, 
Mariner made good but 120 miles, 
Lying in a dead calm for an hour, 
then bucking a light head wind, 
shifting from working canvas to 


kites and back again—it was 
heart breaking stuff for an ocean 
race and we failed to appreciate 
the actual beauty ef the scene; a 
clear esky dappled with feathery 
clond puffs, over e glassy sea with 
schools of red-winged flying fish 
playing on its surface. 

We experienced ninety-six suc- 
cessive hours of that calm, drift- 
ing about helplessly while we felt 
certain that our competitors were 
tearing along for Honolulu to the 
north or south of us. The situa- 
tion was further aggravated by 
twenty-four hours of head wind on 
the twelfth day, too light for us 
to make good our course and yet 
stiff! enough to kick up a nasty 
head sea. Dead calm again on 
the thirteenth day and five of us 
went swimming over the side, 
a great sensation with three 
miles of water between you and 
the sea floor. 

At noon, however, Mariner 
caught the long-awaited south- 
east breeze and at daylight of 
the fourteenth day from San Pe- 
dro we sighted the windward 
coast of Molokai. That after- 
noon we were racing up the 
Kaiwi Channe] before a freshen- 
ing breeze and ‘at five o'clock 
crossed the finish line at Dia- 
mond Head—having logged 200 
miles in the last eighteen hours.

TIDES ARE MENACE TO BATH_ZRS

N LIFE seving comedy and trag- 

edy sometimes go hand in hand. 

A case of near drowning happened 
one afternoon at the Leach. We had 
just reached « victim in the nick of 
time, who was caught in a rip tide 
and. of course, had swallowed all the 
water he could hold. On bringing bim 
to shore the usual method of ridding 
him of water was used. A lady with 
good intentions rushed out of an 
apartment~-house near by with « 
pitcher and glass of water. Imagine 
giving a mear case of drowning & 
giass of water. 

One day we were approached by «a 
hysterical mother. “Oh, guard, my 
boy! my baby! He was swimming here 
and disappeared.” As a rule dr@wning 
people do not disappear “rithout tak- 
ing a noisy farewell, and as my part- 
ner and myself were watching the 
exact spot where he went down, we 
had a hunch her boy was somewhere 
else than in the ocean. However, we 
did not succeed in convincing the 
mother that her baby boy was not 
in the water To her every bit of 
floating kelp and weed looked like 
her son. One of us went in, swam 
around for considerable time, but 
failed to locate him. 

By this time quite « crowd had 
collected. Several inquired who he 
was, etc. Well, to make a long story 
short, some one suggested looking ub- 
der a boat which was turned over on 
ites side, some distance down the 
beach. There, reposing on the sand, 
was her—I should judge he was about 
-2 years old—-baby boy. Gazing into 
‘he eyes of a blonde fepper in a pink

bathing sit. All his mother could 
say was “Oh,” and it was very faint. 
We have answered ei] kinds of calls, 
some of which turned out to be float- 
ing kegs, dead seals, kelp, and even 
pelicans. People see these things in 
the water and not knowing what they 
are, think,of course, that some one 
has drowned or is drowning, conse- 
quentiy a call is sent in to us. 
Life saving is like a fireman's life, 
nothing to do until something hap- 
pens, then, believe me, we are busy. 
Not long ago we received a cail, noth- 
ing definite except that same people 
were in trouble on the other side of 
a certain pier that was near our eta- 
tion. Had we known more definitely 
the location we would have stepped 
into an auto and rode the distance. 
However, we ren along the sand 
thinking that our trouble would be 
on the other side of the pier. Upon 
reaching the place no one was there. 
We kept going at a dog trot and soon 
we saw @ small crowd of people on 
the beach. The distance from our sta- 
tion was about two miles, and along 
& part of the coast not often fre- 
quented by bathers. On reaching 
the place everyone was so excited that 
they could only say some one had 
drowned. No one was in sight, and 
the only thing we could see was a 
rip tide, rushing out from shore and 
continuing almost a half-mile out to 
sea. We swam out and tried to lo- 
cate the bodies, but it was all we 
could do to keep ourselves afioat. As 
it was, some of the guards were 
picked up by a boat that was calied 
to the scene, while the others made 
shore by swimming down the coast 
and then in, in order to escape the 
current. 
1 shall mever forget the mother 


standing on the shore, looking out 
to sea, where her son and two of his 
pals had just disappeared. There was 
no sign of emotion on her face, just 
a stunned, blank look. Everything 
possible was done to locate the bodies, 
but the rip being so strong swimming 
was dangerous, even to a guard. 
Rip tides are the greatest menace 
on the Pacific Coast bathers have to 
contend with. Perhaps I should add 
the word fear. The two combined are 
the cause of most of the drownings. 
Rip tides are nothing more than a 
current that starts In shallow water 


near the shore’s edge and then flows. 


out to sea. Some of these rips are 
one-half mile in length, vhile others 
travel just beyond the breaker line. 
San Francisco recently forbade anyone 
to bathe in the surf on penalty of 
arrest. Rip tides accounted for sev- 
eral more victims lately, and to safe- 
guard the bathers it was necessary to 
use this drastic measure. 

A guard must keep a cool head 
while making « rescue. He is as a 
rule, facing some one who is prac- 
tically out of their head and frantic 
to get hold of something; it is any- 
thing but an easy and pleasant task 
All the misery that can possibly be 
shown is depicted on the face. Should 
the guard rush out to the victim and 
allow himself to be “grabbed,” he 
will have his hands full, trying to 
lcosen himeelf. 

But knowing how to break the dife- 
ferent holds helps the rescuer to 
get away. 

As a rule, we take a “can” or some 
other life-saving device. By giving 
the victim something to “grab” a lit- 
tle confiddence returns to him and 
you have less trouble getting them 


through the breakers. Ninety per cent 
of the rescues made are in the break- 
er line. This makes the use of ea 
boat impossible. Most of the break- 
ers are large ground ewells and it 
would be a case of capsized boat plus 
cracked heads. 

For a real thrill, nothing beats « 
rescue in a bad rip tide, especially 
when large breakers are running. As 
@ rule, we swim out in the rip, 
which, of course, gets us out to where 
the trobule is in no time. But the 
*oming back is a different story. We 
make a “can” which has a rope at- 
tached, leading out from shore. Those 
on the beach, when we give the sig- 
nal, start to pull us in. Often in their 
eagerness to get us ashore, they pull 
so hard and fast that most of the 
distance is made under water. The 
more we signal to slow up, the more 
excited they become and the harder 
they pull, consequently under we go. 

Many have asked me what people 
do and say after being brought 
ashore. Most of them say nothing, 
and get away from the scene as soon 
as possible. My case may be an ex- 
ception, but I have never had any 
one say “thank you” to me yet for my 
trouble. Perhaps, though, the poor 
devils are so scared and sick from 
swallowing salt water, that all they 
can think of is getting away from 
the cussed ocean. I believe most of 
the guards will back up my state- 
ment in regard to the lack of appre- 
ciation Just mentioned for saving 
lives. 

However, drowning goes on just the 
same every year and we will never 
be able to check it completely. Its 
yearly toll may be cut down con- 
siderably by observing and obeying 


the primary rules of swimming. Don't 
go in water over your head unless 
you can keep yourself aficat. 

Everyone should ‘know how to 
swim, if you don't think so, just 
fall in deep water sometime that is 
over your head, then you will be- 
gin to appreciate its real value. 

The real protection is given by 
the amateur swimmer, who acts as 
a guard during the summer sessot. 
In using the word amateur, I mean 
the swimmer that competes as an 
amateur under the American Athletic 
Union. All life-saving devices and 
equipment are useless unless you 
have a strong and speedy swimmer to 
take them out to the viétim. 

I have been shown all kinds of 
trick equipment. The doughnut, 
better known as “life saver,” cir; 
cular cork, covered wi*h canvas. One 
man had a rope with a lead weigh: 
attached, you were supposed tu 
stand on shore and throw it out to 
the victim. Evidently he expected 
who ever was in trouble tr the water, 
to dive to the bottom for the rope 
He seemed puzzled when asked about 
the weight not supporting the rope 
on the surface. 

Another mechanical device was in 
the shape of a boat, only much 
smaller and about four feet in 
length. It operated by electricity, 
was completely encased by metal and 
had a handle on the back to hang 
onto. You pressed a button and away 
you go. Should you hit a heavy 
breaker, the chances are, it. would 
fall back and hit you on the head, to 
say nothing about the propeller tak- 
ing an occasional whack at you. It

Goats and Cats Abound 


Actuated by motives of hw

It forms a shield 
extending from the throat just 
below the base of the jaws to the 
level of the flippers and over half 
way back on each side of the 
neck and breast, and even the 
most vicious blows cannot break 
through.

His diet is largely of fresh fruits, which 
Dr. Philip Lovell constantly praises. He 
doesn't break the branches off the trees as 
ignorant tourists break them, but he some- 
times stands on his hind legs and nips off 
the tips of trees whose flavor interests him, 
doing a bit of harmiess pruning. Berries he 


likes, and honey, and he is clever enough to 
find a bee tree for himself. Also, like the 
best of Boy Scouts, he does his good deed 
daily in looking for grubs and insects in the 
larval stage, on which he likes to breakfast.

The Oleander 


One of the most effective of summer 
blooming plants is the oleander—botanically 
known as Nerium oleander. It is very beau- 
tiful in color, ranging from white to pale 
pink, dark pink, scarlet, and buff—beautiful 
also in form. 

The oleander will form a large, loose- 
growing bush, something like an old-fash- 
jioned lilac in shape; also it will make a tall, 
flowering hedge; also it may be shaped as a 
standard, and grown in the form of the tree 
roses. The oleander has a wide range of 
garden pessibilities and in the climate of 
Southern California is very easily grown. 
One would like to see it tried as a hedge for 
a rose garden, or to see young oleanders 
trained in tree form, used at strategic points 
in a formal garden as tree roses are used, 
for their time of blooming, when many 
another plant is worn by drouth and dis 
couraged, is peculiarly heartening. 

Another delightful summer blooming shrub 
is the tender Hibiscus syriacus or Althea. 
In the East the hardy Althea is stiff and 
often straggling, and many varieties are 
harsh in color, though there are some lovely 
ones such as Jeanne d'Arc and Leopoldii. 
Here in Southern California the Hibiscus 
may be seen in lovely color, clear scarlet, 
with such green abundant foliage that the 
color is not too much, and in beautiful 
shades of pink and rose color. The habit of 
the plant here is much more graceful than 
that of its Eastern relative.

corn, $3,521,000; oats, $3,168,000; grain sor- 
ghum, $3,201,000; sugar beets, $3,675,000, 
and hops, $1,600,000. 

We hear little about rice production in 
California, but it is a fairly steady income 
producer for the State, besides adding di- 
versity to our crop list. California now 
ranks fourth among rice-producing States of 
the Union, having harvested 103,000 acres- 
in 1925, from which an average yield of 
forty-six bushels per acre was secured. This 
yield per acre was exceeded only by Arkan- 
sas, which last year had an average per 
acre rice crop of 46.2 bushels. However, our 
growers received $1.70 per bushel, the high- 
est return per unit for any State, exceeding 
its next competitor, Louisiana, by 17 cents 
a bushel. 

So while California's perishable fruit and 
vegetable specialties continue to bring fame 
to the Golden State on eastern markets, our 
production of staple food crops maintains 
normal production, 

COTTON MAKES STRIDES 

During recent years cotton has made rap- 
id strides in California. A few years ago, 
the crop promised to get out of hand, but 
growers are showing exceptional conserva- 
tism in planting, and under such a program 
cotton promises to become, perhaps, the 
most valuable of all field crops for the fu- 
ture. 

According to the Kaufman report, the 
combined total production of cotton last 
year in .California and Lower California 
was 202,399 bales, harvested from 322,00° 
acres. This is an average acre yield of 300 
pounds per acre. The average acre yield 
for California proper was 340 pounds of 
lint, while Kern county led all districts of 
the State in average acre yields, also in to 
tal acreage. In this section, where cotton 
has taken a recognized place in the agricul- 
tural scheme, the average acre yield on 32, 
800 acres was 463 pounds, or almost one 
bale. However, in 1924, and 1923, the ave- 
erage Kern county yield ran over a bale t& 
the acre, last year’s production being lower 
on account of labor shortage at picking 
time. The San Joaquin Valley average acre 
yield was 393 pounds, a remarkably high 
average for a 96,600-acre planting. 

It is often pointed out that California 
cotton brings a premium over all other cot- 
ton on the world market. As proof of this 
statement, the report carries some data on 
the average farm price of cotton for Califor- 
nia and the United States since 1919, and 
we find that since 1916, the price of Califor- 
nia cotton has exceeded the United States 
average each year, generally bringing a 
one and twocent premium. 

TRUCK SPECIALITIES 

Vegetables, planted on 247,800 acres of 
land last year, returned growers $52,047, 
000. Lettuce outdistanced all vegetable and 
melon crops in value, returning $13,134,000. 
Potatoes, however, ran lettuce a close sec- 
ond, with $13,020,000; cantaloupes were 
third, with $9,872,000, and asparagus was 
fourth at $7,698,000. Other million-dollar 
vegetable crops were onions, $2,668,000; 
caulifower, $2,320,000, and celery, $2,270, 
000. 

Perhaps no crop in California has seen 
such a spectacular rise in popularity and 
volume of production as head lettuce. It is 
a typical California spéciality. first grown 
in a large way in the Golden State, pio- 
neered in Los Angeles county, in fact. In 
the past five years. California shipments 
have increased from 10,000 cars to 21,000 
cars, while other western States have also 
increased their production. Just how far 
the markets for lettuce can be extended is 
problematical. In the last few years Call- 
fornia growers and shippers have succeeded 
in increasing the average annual per capita 
consumption of California lettuce in the 


= United States from one to three heads. 


The canned pack of vegetables in Cali- 
fornia also saw a substantial increase last 
year, when 8,527,891 cases were put up. as 
against 7,138,759 cases in 1924. The most 
noticeable gain was recorded by canned 
spinach, of which 1,805,537 “cases were 
packed in 1925. Tomatoes and tomato prod- 
ucts still lead in the canning field, while 
asparagus ranks third. 

The share of each of the three crop classi- 
fications as expressed in percentage of the 
total value of all main creps is as follows: 
Fruit crops, 48.2 per cent; field crops, 40.8

farm bureaus. Both cotton and grape 
crops are heavy, and workers will soon be 
needed in large numbers for their handling.

Tulare county 
has a substantial increase in acreage of the 
staple over last year’s and this coupled with 
excellent crop conditions, and prospects for 
a heavier yield, tends to create a cheerful 
outlook. The county last year produced 
$1,633,750 worth of cotton, second in value 
of production among the San Joaquin Valley 
counties. The 1925 total of 17,200 acres in 
the county has this season been increased 
over 3000 acres. In the Tulare district this 
increase is particularly noted, that district 
having a gain of 1500 acres. Tulare county 
cotton averaged 447.79 pounds of lint per 
acre last year. Tulare county cotton is de 
clared to be on ab average three weeks ear- 
lier this year than last, the early warm 
weather having had much to do with this 
condition.

The Oret annual public sale of registered 
Jersey cattle held by La Lomita Rancho, 
Palms, August 11, was presented to an 
attendance of 200. Nothing was left un- 
done by the owner, Ferdinand R. Bain, to 
make his firet public offering one that 
would be long remembered by visitors. 
An average of $175 was received for the 
forty-one animals which passed under the 
auctioneer’s hammer. The appraisals were 
somewhat disappointing, considering the 
breeding and quality of the many excellent 
heifers that. were drafted for this initial 
offering. a great number of them being 
daughters of the noted herd sires in the 
La Lomita herd.

The report of the Imperial County Farm 
Bureau Cow Testing Association for July 
shows the advantage of feeding silage to 
milk cows. During the month seventy herds 
were tested and only one of the seventy 
was fed silage. This herd had an average 
production of 37.3 pounds of butter fat per 
cow, the highest average made in the asso- 
ciation. In all, 2043 cows were tested. The 
average production of these cows was 679 
pounds of milk and 25.8 pounds of butter 
fat per cow. In July, 1925, the average pro- 
duction of cows tested was 24.5 pounds of 
butter fat per cow. The highest producing 
cow for the month is owned by J. L. Jen- 
kins of Holtville. Her production was sev- 


has come to be recognized as one of the fin- 
est farms in Southern California. The fact 
that there are ten miles of fence in the cat- 
tle corrals alone conveys some idea of the 
gigantic size of the place. The dairy plant 
occupies about seventy-five acres, while the 
farm proper aside from some pasture land, 
is given over to the growing of corn and al- 
falfa. From a crop of 150 acres of corn the 
management expects this year to harvest 
3000 tons of ensilage, which will go into the 
six big silos. There are 300 acres of alfalfa, 
which supply seven to eight cuttings a 
year. In spite of these big crops much feed 
is purchased each year to supply the herd. 
The feed bill charged to the herd, including 
both the feed raised and that purchased, 
amounts to $18,000 per month, the owners 
say. On top of this there is a pay roll of 
$11,000 per month, which, together with the 
cost of feeding the herd, “stands” the pro- 
prietors of this big establishment approxi- 
mately $1000 per day. Naturally, with such 
heavy expenses, the owners could not afford 
to carry a herd of unprofitable producers.

Bt. CENTRO.—in carly days in Im 
Valley the ranches gave little t to 
the building of comfortable homes. They 
“pent all their time in leveling land, grow- 
ing crops and making money. They lived 
in tents or tent houses, many of them with- 
out floors. Among them were adventurers 
who drifted down here to take up valuable 
jiand, dispose of their holdings and depart 
ugain. These were not home builders. But 
among the ploneers there came families 
which intended to stay. These planted 
sruit and shade trees, bullt permanent 
dwellings and took a deep and abiding in- 
terest in the social and civic development 
of the community. 


An example of this class was the family 
of T. D. Ehmke, living three miles west of 
El Centro on the San Diego Highway. Mr. 
Ehmke came from Wisconsin in 1907 and 
he came to stay. He has made a notable 
success of farming, and just as much of a 
success in home building. 


He bought an eighty-acre relinquishment 
when he arrived and began to level and 
border the land, dig ditches and prepare the 
soll for the reception of water and the plant- 
ing of crops. A modest temporary house 
was built for himself, his wife and their six 
children, and trees and flowers were a part 
of the development. Then he did what no 
rancher in the valley had done before that 
—he made an artificial lake in his backyard. 
Several acres in extent, it is a thing of 
beauty today and has for years been a joy 
and a comfort to all the members of the 
family. An island was established in the 
center of the lake and it was planted to a 
variety of trees, shrubs and flowers, and is 
reached by means of a rustic bridge. On 
the margin aquatic plants and flowers grow 
in profusion, tame ducks make their nests 
around the edges, wild birds skim the surf- 
ace and fish sport in the depths. To all in- 
tents and purposes it is a real lake. 


It is situated on higher ground than the 
rest of the farm so it can be drained, but 
this is seldom necessary. The main canal 
intake is near the house and the ditches are 
so constructed that much of the water used 
in frrigation can be run through the lake. 
As irrigating is done almost continually the 
water maintains its freshness. Although it 
was never stocked with fish, the water is 
alive with bullheads, carp and other fish 
that evidently came from the Colorado Riv- 
er when they were little. Mr. Ehmke’s fath- 
er, a retired minister, makes semi-annual 
visits to the ranch and enjoys boating and 
fishing there very much. 


“The climate of Imperial Valley is not 
ideal.” says Mr. Ehmke. “It gets hot here, 
and there's no use denying it. But we need 
the heat to mature our crops and heat is 
one of our chief assets. I love trees and I 
began to set them out soon after 1 came 
here. Now we have plenty of shade at all 
hours of the day, for the trees I planted 
about eighteen years ago nearly hide the 
house now. 


“In Wisconsin, my native State, we had 
real lakes and rivers and boating and fish- 
ingf so we felt the need of them and have 
done our best to supply them. The lake 
cools the atmosphere in summer and fur- 
uishes pleasure for all of us in many ways.” 


The house the family occupies now was 
puilt in 1914. It has eight large rooms, high 
ceilings, wide porches, a fireplace and many 
built-in features. A water system for the 
house was made by Mr. Ehmke, pressure 
being provided by an elevated tank. Hot 
and cold filtered water is available in the 
house. Sewage is cared for by a septic 
tank, and the homie refrigerator holds 1000 
pounds of ice. Telephones, electric lights 
and electric fans are not lacking, and 
school, church and town are within easy 
reach. 


Mr. Ehmke has tried various crops on his 
farm. He planted corn, cantaloupes, cotton, 
lettuce, barley and alfalfa. He also has 
raised livestock including dairy cows. He 
says that alfalfa and cows are the best com- 
bination has found. Occasionally he has 
followed after uncertain agricultural gods, 
but always comes back to alfalfa and cows 
as the surest money makers. He rotates 
his crops and regards alfalfa as the best 
soll builder of all. One acre of land is de- 
voted to citrus and other fruit trees. This 
provides the household with an abundance 
of fruit and there is always a surplus to sell.

Celery Is Doing Well on 
Suburban Farm 


VAN NUYS.—An experimental crop 
celery is being grown on the ranch of H., D. 
Reed by A. Talarico, who came to this dis- 
trict from Denver last year. In Colorado, 
he owned a large celery farm and he has 
planted eight acres in the crop here and is 
growing it after methods which he has 
formerly found successful. 

Several varieties have been planted, and 
the results are said to be satisfactory. Mr. 
Reed is specializing in the Paschal, which is 
considered one .of the best kinds on the 
market, although the Golden China and 
self-blanching varieties are doing well also. 
The first crop of Paschal celery will be 
ready for market in a short time. 
om have all been wrapped to blanch the 
8. 

With proper irrigation and cultivation, 
celery can be successfully grown in San 
Fernando Valley, Mr. Talarico says. During 
the hot weather the plants have to be wa- 
tered every ten days and they must be con- 
stantly cultivated to prevent blight. About 
1500 dozen plants are produced to the acre, 
the rows being about two feet apart. 

The seed is planted in hotbeds and the 
small plants are grown under glass. About 
two months and a half elapse before they 
are taken out and transplanted in the fields. 
It is then four months before the celery is 
ready for marketing. Planting is done at 
all times of.the year, so that tere will be 
new crops coming on all the time. 


PROFITS FROM PLUMS 

YUCAIPA—M. H. Neeley of Yucaipa 
has “beaten” the plum market consistently 
this year and quality fruit has done it. 
He thinned heavily and as a result his 
plums were al! of a size that just barely 
passes through a two and one-half-inch 
ring. And he has sold most of the crop for 
5 cents a pound in box lots and nothing at 
less than 4 cents. Mr. Neeley has ninety 
plum trees of the Clymax variety and they 
are well cared for.

To “Settle Down” After 
Fifty Years 


A man who pioneered in the manufacture 
of agricultural equipment in California near- 
ly a half century ago, and whose varied ac- 
tivities since have taken him all over the 
world, is again back in the Golden State, at 
the age of 85, “to start all over.” The re- 
turned globe-trotter is A. F. Spawn, one of 
whose inventions in the form of a special 
type of evaporation or dehydration machine 


is to be made in Los Angeles by the Cass* 


Manufacturing Company of this city. The 
equipment, it is announced, will run in size 
from kitchen dryers for the use of the 
housewife to large appliances for the com- 
mercial fruit vegetable grower. 

Mr. Spawn came to San Francisco from 
his native State of New York in 1869, after 
having worked with his father on an Albany 
county farm and having done his bit for his 
country in the Civil War. His first business 
in the new land was the selling of safes and 
he says the bandits were so busy even in 
those days that he found bankers and mer- 
chants most receptive to his “sales talks.” 
As a safe salesman he covered the Pacific 
Coast by stage and met many of the men 
who played and important part in the 
building of the West. In 1880, impressed 
with the progress in fruit growing in 
California, he began the manufacture of 
spray machines that had a ready sale 
among earlyday orchardists. Then he 
began his ,travels. 

In 1884, he went to Australia, where for 
seven years he demonstrated pest control 
to growers and introduced American-made 
farm implements, spending much time also 
as a lecturer in a movement featured by

Fine Peaches Go Into 
Tulare’s Pack 


PORTERVILLE.—With 
peach pack of 4000 tons to be put through 
the Fred B. Neuhoff cannery here, each of 
the four canneries in Tulare county will 
process about one-fourth of the bumper 
peach crop which is now well into the sec 
ond half of the season. 

The Neuhoff cannery, since its opening 
early this season, has only experienced one 
brief period of inactivity, this being be- 
tween the apricot and the peach season, 
and at this time peaches are being run 
through at the rate of from §0 to 100 tons 
per day. 

The total peach pack for Tulare county 
has been estimated at 16,000 tons, or about 
555.000 cases. The peaches are declared 
by experts, to be the best grown in the 
San Joaquin Valley in many years. 

The return in fruit alone from the peach 
crop this season will represent about $2,000, 
000, while the amount canned will be about 
75 per cent of the total crop. About $300,- 
000 is being paid in wages to employees. 
The return from the canned product of the 
county will probably be around three mil- 
lions, although much of this will not come 
back to the county for distribution, The 
close of the peach canning season is not ex- 
pected before the 10th of September.

Barty Estimates 


BANNING.—HBMarvesting of the 1926 peach 
crop in the Banning District, which includes 


Banning Heights and the Morongo Indian 
Reservation, began July 19. The Banning 
cannery ran for a few days on clings and 
then changed to freestones. With a much 
larger crop than had been anticipated ear- 
lier in the season, this cannery expects to 
be busy with peaches most of the time un- 
til September, Manager D. H. Gates esti- 
t. 

There are over 630 acres of matured 
peach orchards in this district. A consider- 
able acreage of Elbertas and Lovells was 
contracted for by Los Angeles and Coast 
commission merchants to be sold as fresh 
fruit. Frank M. Butler, who owns a seven- 
acre peach orchard, was in charge of the 
picking and packing for several orchards, 
employing two to three crews of pickers 
and as high as four packers during the peak 
of the shipping season. He estimated some 
of the orchards would produce from five 
to six tons to the acre. The peaches were 
packed in two grades and shipped by truck 
to the coast. The growers were paid $45 
per ton for No. 1 and $30 for No. 2. 

Some of the largest Elbertas grown in 
Southern California were produced in the 
orchards of Miss Myrtle Morris and F. Gill- 
man. It took but forty of the largest 
peaches to fill a lug. Many of the peaches 
measured from ten to eleven and one-half 
inches in circumference and twenty-four 
that were selected weighed nineteen pounds. 
The estimated cost to the grower of picking 
was from $6 to $8 an acre. 

The Morris orchard was fertilized by 
thin coat of manure and a cover crop, both 
of which were plowed under in the spring. 
It is customary to irrigate peach orchards in 
this section once every month from May to 
October inclusive, A thorough cultivation 


is usually given soon after each irrigation. 
The soil and climatic conditions here are 
favorable for the successful growing of sev- 
eral varieties, and orchards that are proper- 
ly cared for produce profitable crops.

Almond orchards 
in the Cabazon section are from 500 to 600 
feet lower than Banning’s and the crop 
there usually ripens several days earlier 
than that here. The first almonds were 
brought to the warehouse by the middle of

All the early varieties of almonds grown 
in this district are hand-hulled, the work 
of knocking the nuts from the trees, hulling 
and delivering them to the warehouse being 
contracted principally to Mexicans and In- 
dians, who receive 6 to 7 cents a pound for 
their efforts. The men usually knock the 
nuts from the trees and the women and chil- 
dren assist with the hulling. 

Mr. Coombs estimated early in August 
that the crop of almonds this year would be 
from 80 to 85 per cent of normal. Many of 
the best orchards produced a half ton or 
more of almonds per acre this season. 
About 200 tons were produced last season 
in the Banning district, where near.y 1100 
acres are in bearing. 

A good price was received for the almond 
crop of last year, but the outlook for good 
prices is not favorable this year, owing to 
the large crop produced in many foreign 
countries. The Banning Almond Growers’ 
Association will meet later to consider the

Finds Good Market for 
Blackberry Juice 


COSTA MESA.—Charlie Davis of this 
place says he will make $1000 from an acre 
of blackberries this season, partly from the 
sale of boxed berries, but mostly from the 
sale of the juice, which he sells in jugs and 
for which he declares he finds has a ready 
and growing market. 

So far, he is the only local grower to sell 
juice. He has a compressor and puts up 
the juice just as it comes from the press, in, 
jugs, selling it for $1.25 a gallon. He says 
he can use over-ripe berries, and any that 
should be unsold as well as those he sets 
aside purposely for the juice. 

The juice, Mr. Davis says, makes a de 
lightful beverage just as it is and is so used 
by many people. Others like to make it 
into a cordial, valuable medicinally. His 
experiment seems to suggest possibilities to 
others who are growing fruits of various 
kinds. Cider is being produced by several 
of the Costa Mesa apple growers as a by- 
product, and with success. Grapes do well 
and grape juice has a ready market. Straw- 
berry juice, says Mr. Davis might also be 
popular and he sees possibilities in rasp 
berry juice. The equipment of compressor 
a jugging outfits, he says, is not expen- 

ve. 


Favors Border Checks 
for Alfalfa 


CHINO.—Irrigation of alfalfa in the Chino 
district, where the slope of the land gives 
a rapid flow of water, has been done almost 
universally by means of surface pipes. J. 
B. Brown, irrigation extension specialist, 
has at various times called attention to the 
heavy labor expense of the surface pipe 
method, as compared with border checking. 
He says the slope here is not too great for 
successful border checking. 

Two years ago, W. A. Van Horn, who had 
used the border check system in the Im- 
perial Valley, prepared a field for border 
checking on a ranch which he has just pur- 
chased in Chino. The extension service 
held a demonstration meeting on the Van 
Horn ranch on July 16 and Mr. Brown ex- 
plained the system and discussed its merits. 


By making the borders narrow Mr. Van ; 


Horn trrigates a check in an hour and gets 
water to the lower end even in sandy soll. 
One man irrigates six acres daily by border 
checking—as much as the two men can iIr- 
rigate with the surface pipe spstem in ea 
day, according to Mr. Brown. 

The borders are made broad and low. 
Each spring they are gone over with a disc 
that throws the dirt toward the center. 
This destroys any weeds, and maintains a 
uniform border. New seed can be sown 
then on any bare patches that may appear.

SHORT five years have passed since 

the story of the Banning Bench was first 
told in “Farm and Orchard” pages. Conser- 
vative development founded upon confidence 
in the “Bench’'s” soil and climate was the 
prophecy which has since grown into a real- 
ity of thriving young orchards just begin- 
ning to yield returns. 


The earliest plantings on this mesa were 
orchards of apple and pear, for the altitude 
with its sharp tang of winter lasting late 
into the spring provided climatic conditions 
seeming to favor the highest quality in these 
pome fruits. A second wave of planting five 
years ago carried the prune upon the crest 
of favor, and this is now the leading crop in 
point of acreage. Of late, the cherry has 
been planted to some extent, and probably 
this acreage will increase for the proven 
neighboring districts of Cherry Valley, 
Beaumont, Oak Glen, and the nearer Mont- 
gomery mesa are probably no more fitted 
for the cherry than is the “Bench.” In 
the former plantings, the cherry was ignored 
for fear that a small isolated area devoted 
to this fruit would prove too inviting to the 
birds of the foothills—-for the birds are in- 
deed a sore enemy. However, within the 
last two years some plantings have been 
made exclusively to cherries, and the excel- 
lent growth of the trees indicate adaptation. 


During all those five years, apples have 
been contesting unfavorable market condi- 
tions. Fine orchards of Delicious, Stayman 
Winesap, and Rome Beauty were in full pro- 
duction when interest suddenly changed to 
the prune and only a negligible acreage of 
apples has been planted since. Growers

Ry Rebert BM. Benson 
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have invariably predicted that prunes pro 
duced at the altitude of the Bench and nour- 
ished by this soil would attain larger size 
and better flavor than the valley crop. With 
this idea of quality as an initial incentive, 
search was for choice prune stock, 
bud-selected for size. A nursery of the 
Santa Clara Valley had developed some ex- 
tremely large strains of prune and a con- 
siderable acreage on the “Bench” was 


planted with trees secured there. The re 


sults have been gratifying. . 

For the pear, the outlook is less hopeful. 
The early planted orchards, Bosc, Winter 
Nellis, Anjou, Bartlett, are proving profit. 
able, but the trees planted four to five years 
ago have been attacked by the blight. There 
are still some young and very promising 
pear plantings, if they can but be carried 
through the critical stage of their first pro- 
ductive years. Peaches: Lovell, Tuscan and 
Phillips Cling, are prodycing heavy crops 
of excellent quality. 

Of homes such as an agricultural district 
should possess, the Bench has a normal 
quota. With the orchards growing rapidly 
in size and dominance, the constant drifting 
air currents and occasional wind storms 
have been rendered less objectionable and, 
by the same token, the outlook over the 
mesa now presents a beautiful sight at all 
times of the year. The bleak mesa where 
range cattle fattened on rich grass, and 
where barley hay was formerly the only 
crop no longer seems lonely nor neglected. 
A new home here and there, and orchards 
everywhere, provide a friendly aspect, one 
calculated to draw other developers and 
home the “Bench.”

ISALIA—When B. J. Pardee came to 
Visalia three years ago to assume the 
post of city manager, he found the local 
City Farm running about $5,000 behind each 
year, under the old system of leasing. Now 
with the same force working on the farm 
and practically the same city council, 
through the practical development of some 
of his own “hobbies” on management, the 
place has become self-supporting, taxes have 
been reduced and the city acreage is fast 
becoming a profitable investment for Visalia. 
The City Farm of Visalia is situated upon 
the State Highway. in the heart of one of 
the richest sections of the Kaweah delta, 
and embraces 160 acres of sandy valley soil. 
At one time a problem and a nuisance, ac- 
cording to some citizens, the present plans 
call for its development into an attractive 
place which will add wealth to the coffers 
of the city. 

City Engineer Lester H. Gadsby designed 
and built the present Imhoff sewage tanks 
at the farm where the sewer drains from 
Visalia, and instead of being a menace to 
health, the sewage is transferred into fer- 
tility and profit. Street Superintendent A. 
G. Henry also had a share in the making 
of the present City Farm plans, and much 
of the responsibility for the conduct of the 
place rests on him. 

City Manager Pardee worked out the com- 
plete plans for the farm and is developing 
the entire tract agriculturally. Last year 
the farm returned about $3,000 to the city, 
and as much is expected to result from this 
year's activities. 

Utilizing sewage for fertilizer is not new, 
but it requires a good deal of work to solve 
all the problems connected with it. The 
Imhoff tanks did away with objectionable 
odors. After the sewage passes through the

septic tanks the water is used for irrigation 
and the sludge fertilizer. There is really 
more water than the farm needs. Eight feet 
were put on last year and without any ill 
effects, to the surprise of many. 

Sixty acres are planted to alfalfa on the 
farm. This includes some sown between 
young walnut trees on a 20-acre tract. The 
plans call for 20 acres more set to walnuts.

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Thirty-five acres are sown to barley; two 
acres are devoted to nursery stock, including 
Arizona ash, walnut, European sycamore and 
other trees to be used in beautifying the 
city streets. A good deal of corn is grown. 
Stock beets, pumpkins and other vegetables 
make up the plantings, which follow alfalfa 
in a crop rotation system. Late rains dam- 
aged the last alfalfa crop, but about 70 tons

There are 58 young Duroc-Jersey pigs and 
nine brood sows on the place, and they are 
expected to return about $1,500 to the farm 
within another year, according to Mr. Par- 
dee 


Another phase of development is the con- 
version of 20 acres facing the highway into 
a model chicken ranch. This development 
began when the plans for holding a valiey- 
wide egg-laying contest were first made. 
The contest was given up because of lack 
of time for complete preparations, but prob- 
ably it will be held next year. In the mean- 
time, Mr. Pardee and his coadjutors decided 
that the chicken ranch would be a good 
thing, anyhow. A plant that can serve as 
a model for local poultrymen was com- 
menced and it is expected to be not only a 
show place and profit-maker, but also will 
be the site for egg-laying contests in the 
future. of the buildings are planned

The problem of transporting the chemical 
to market bade fair to be insurmountable 
Stretches of soft, deep sand and rugged 
mountain ranges made the use of trucks 
unfeasible. Wright designed and built a 
monorail which has proved a success during 
the first year of its operation. The cars are

Old men, you know, and their talk. Old 
men of the fishing fleet are no exceptions. 
Rather, it seems, these fishermen, by na- 
ture given little to idle talk, grow sud- 
denly more verbose than all the rest when 
the years begin to weigh heavily wpon them 
and they are no longer young enough to 
work their shares of a trip. 

Anywhere in the wide world where there 
is green harbor water and an old pier head 
and the masts of sailing ships close by, 
you'll find old sailor men living in a past 
adventure rich and sparkling with romance 
and finding their happiness at last in the 
telling of these tales. Hearsay, some of 
them; warped, barnacled, salt-crusted barks 
blown down the quick years. A few are 
fiction. Yet the yarns they best love to 
spin are true enough despite the incredul- 
ity with which they are ofttimes greeted. 

A Bank fisherman, Jess Tiverton, in the 
years now gone. A master in his day, his 
halcyon day when the Blue Belle, her fish 
in ice and her windward rail above the 
level of the deck house, raced many a 
market home from Georges, Brown's and 
the Grand Banks of Newfoundland. Old 
age caught him suddenly one trip and he 
never sailed again. And because he had 
never saved his earnings and owned no 
share in the vessel of which he was mas- 
ter right up until his last trip to sea—or 
perhaps for a reason deeper and more 
subtle—Jess Tiverton became a hanger-on 
about the wharves.
